The proposed amendments require further consideration and/or search because the 
limitation of "exposing at least a portion of said at least one current emitter arranged in an open 
area located inside of said flat panel display to a hydrogenation process" has not been 
considered. 



Applicant's arguments filed 2/14/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The Applicant on argues on pg. 7 that the present specification and the specification of 
Niiyama make it clear that a person of ordinary skill in the art would have understood the 
meaning of the term "current emitter" to include only an element capable of emitting a flux of 
electrons directly from the surface of the element through an open space. However, the present 
specification and the specification of Niiyama refer to the same element with different names 
(i.e., Niiyama refers to the element as an "emitter"). This inconsistency shows that the term 
"current emitter" is not an ordinary term in the art. Thus, the term is given its broadest 
reasonable interpretation. In addition, the definition of "current emitter" as cited by the 
Applicant is only provided in the current specification while Niiyama provides no such definition 
of the term. Thus, it is uncertain as to how Niiyama makes it clear that a person of ordinary skill 
in the art would have understood the meaning of "current emitter" as defined by the Applicant. 

The Applicant argues on pg. 8 that the Office Action has interpreted of "current emitter" 
is overbroad and unreasonable. However, the Applicant has not explicitly defined the term and 
the term is not an ordinary term in the art. Thus, the interpretation that a current emitter can be 
any element that conducts current, which would necessarily emit a current, is a reasonable 
interpretation.
